Indianapolis, Ind., May 17.—Judge 


John H. Baker of the United States 
District court dealt a blow at lynch- 
ing Tuesday by holding- that the heirs 
of Marion .Tyler, who was lynched' at 
Scottsburg several months ago, had a 
right o£ action for damages against 
the sheriff of the county 
and 
his 


bondsmen. The case, which is for |25;- 
000 damages, is expected to come tc 
trial in about a month. In holding 
that a sheriff is responsible for' the 
prisoners in his care, the court said IE 
part: 


"If the law imposes a duty of care 


in respect to animals and goods which 
he has taken into his possession by 
virtue of his office, why should not the 
law impose the duty of care upon him 
in respect to human beings who are 
In his custody by virtue of his office? 
Is a helpless prisoner, in the custody 
of .a sheriff, less entitled to his care 
than a bale of goods or a dumb beast? 
The law is not subject to any such re- 
proach?"

hopes to secure evidence upon which It 
can prosecute the .men who did

of taxation and recommend legislation 
for the modification of the assessment 
system of the state.. That this commis- 
sion is not going to be a mere junket- 
ing 
committee 
for 
making pleas- 


ure' excursions 
at the state's ex- 


pense is evident from the 
character 


and standing of the men already ap- 
pointed by Governor Scofield to in- 
vestigate and study the tax problem. 
Like' all other western states "Wisconsin 
is confronted with the necessity for rais- 
ing -more revenue from 
the taxable 


property of the state, and in order to do 


. this new methods must be devised for 


locating property that now manages to 
escape taxation and for compelling cor- 
porations to pay in proportion to the 


,; . earnings of their property. It is highly 


probable that the Ford law, recently en- 
acted by the legislature o£ New York, 
for taxing franchises, will receive some 
attention from the commission. In fact 
.the results of the operation of this law 
will be watched with interest by all the 
western states.

Assignee Fulton ot the Odd Fellows' 


Mutual Life Insurance company, who 
prosecuted several members1 of the clo- 
funct order in the Hock county circuit 
court before Judge Bennett, won another 
victory in the Supreme court yesterday. 
Eleven of the policy holders oi! the com- 
pany residing chiefly in Dodge county, 
who contested the payment of thoassess- 
ments levied on them by the assignee, 
wore sued in the justice court.
